This letter is in response to your Illinois Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request

Please be advised that the Governor’s Office does not possess all records for the State of 
Illinois. Requests for records of Kankakee County, Illinois Department of Military Affairs, 
Illinois Department of Human Services, Illinois Department of Innovation and 
Technology, and other agencies should be sent to those agencies. 

The Governor’s Office conducted a search and found no responsive contracts, aircraft 
records, phone records, or electronic video records. 

With respect to your request for emails, please be advised that the Governor’s Office 
anticipates that searches with the keywords you provided would result in thousands of 
emails that are irrelevant to your request. Given the sensitive nature of personal and 
confidential information the Governor’s Office often receives, review of all documents for 
responsiveness, production, and redaction requires significant, careful, and time-intensive 
review. The Governor’s Office receives requests from the public and a large number of 
media organizations on a weekly basis regarding legislative changes, budget, public safety 
and health, public policy, and reform initiatives. A high proportion of requests that this 
office receives involve a significant public interest. Consequently, the Governor’s Office 
believes that fulfilling your request would be unduly burdensome to the operations of the 
public body. 5 ILCS 140/3(g); Shehadeh v. Madigan, 996 N.E.2d 1243, 1249 (Ill. App. 
2013). In order to adequately address the competing demands on the Office’s limited 
resources, the Governor’s Office is extending you an opportunity to narrow your request 
to more manageable proportions by, for example, focusing on a few search terms and 
individuals. 

To the extent you consider this response to be a denial of your FOIA request, you have the 
right to submit a request for review by the Public Access Counselor (“PAC”) of the Office 
of the Illinois Attorney General to:

If you choose to submit a request for review, you must do so within 60 days after the date 
of this response letter. The request for review must be in writing, signed by you, and 
include a copy of your FOIA request and this office’s response. 5 ILCS 140/9.5(a). In 
addition, you have the right to seek judicial review of this response. 5 ILCS 140/11(a), (b).
